Mayor-elect Beverly L. Hodgehead in caucus last night practically 
settled that there will be no superintendent of streets under.the new 
order of things, when they take office. This job is now held by E!. Q. 
Turner, and although no official statement has been issued of the de- 
tails of the meeting, it was admitted this morning that Turner would 
go, and also that his place would not be filled. Commissioner Wilbur 
F. McClure will be the new commissioner of public works, and the 
street department will fall under his control. As a measure of econ- 
omy the commissioners say that it is not necessary to have a high- 
salaried superintendent of streets, that the work will fall under the 
jurisdiction of the commissioner of public works, and consequently 
an important change in the arrangement of the municipal offices is 
pending. 
Other Probable Changes 


It is also intimated that similar pre- 


cedent will be followed by the commis- 
sioner oi' finance and taxation in abolish- 
in.? the office of town treasurer. 
Under 


the new charter the ofL'icf-s of assessor, 
treasurer and tax collector fall under the 
control of the 
commissioner 
cf finance' 


and taxation and the abolishment of the 
treasureship would bf. effected in the In- 
terests of economy.

• present is held by PJd V. Govc, and al- 


though it-has not been definitely decided 
that Govc must go, it is sami-officially 
announced that in case- he dues there will 
be no successor named for the place, but 
that his duties w 111 be- executed by a 
cterk in the finance and revenue depart- 
ment.

President Jordan has made a bad matter worse by 


making an explanation that does not explain. His as- 
sertion that France is a decadent nation was too specific 
to be misunderstood, besides it was amplified and was 
enforced by detailed facts all drawn from French his- 
tory. Moreover, Dr. Jordan has been 
delivering 
the 


same speech that he uttered at Bryn Mawr for more 
than two years past, and in his book, "The Human 
Harvest,"' he holds up France as an awful example of 
decadence due to war. 
He should either have stood by 


his conclusions or have admitted that he was mistaken. 
He is now in the unfortunate position of a. man trying 
to evade responsibility and endeavoring to placate hostile 
ciiUcism by futile tergiversation, to call it by a mild 


A robust regard for the truth is not one of Dr. Jor- 


dan's characteristics. This weakness appears to be due 
more to moral cowardice than anything else. He is a 
man of fine scnsibilites and lofty ideals—in the abstract— 
but in actual conflict he shrinks from combat and runs 
away uudci fire. This exposes him to contempt and 
rt'l'culc, which is a most unfortunate thing for the head 
of a jrrca1 institution of learning. The correspondence 
relating to the dismissal of 'Professor Ross from Palo 
Al.o was ar unpleasant revelation of Dr. Jordan's moral 


tncts nnd his habit of paltering with the truth to 


evade responsibility and 
adverse 
criticism.

President Eliot weighed his words well before he

them with a \igor and courage that challenged the ad- 
miiution of critics and adversaries.

characterized by deep thinking or moral intensity. He 
is ton much the popular lecturer to be a sound phil- 
osopher. He likes to tickle the car of the groundlings 
and hence some of his so-called scientific theories are

It is costing the farmers in the reclamation districts 


of the Siatc a vast amount of money to learn that make-- 
shift levees will not accomplish the purpose for which 
they are built; that it is a wiser, policy and more econ- 
omical to build at the outset a structure that will resist 
ny pressure which the flood waters of the stream that 


is intended to confine can bring to bear against it. no 


matter what the cost may be. The flooding of the islands 
in the San Joaquin delta and the reclamation districts 
on the banks of the Sacramento river, through the yield- 
ing,of the levees erected ostensibly to protect them, has 
•destroyed crops growing on the lands inundated which 
wer- wotth to the farmers over a million dollars, besides 
putting their farms out of commission for the season and 
subjecting them to the expense of draining them by 
Dumping and repairing the breaks. 
If a corresponding 


amou'it of money had been spent originally in levee con- 
struction o'n substantial and enduring lines, leaving noth- 
ing to chance, the reclaimed lands would have been safe 
against overflow and the valuable crops which they bore 
would have been duly harvested. Unquestionably levees 
can be constructed along the banks of the streams sub- 
ject to overflow which will protect the land reclaimed as 
securely as the low lands of Holland are protected by 
dikes from the encroachments of the

roadway. That it should be constructed so that auto 
mobiles, as -well as heavy teams, may be able to use i 
in comfort is imperative, so that the greatest benefi 
may be derived from the scenic beauties of the canyon 
which is one of the most picturesque in the State, ant 
propcr'y opened up will attract sightseers from far anc 
wit'e to visit it. The county treasury is ir a condition 
where, -with the aid which the towns most directly in 
teiested in it will contribute, it can assume the respon 
sib.ility of making the improvement without embarrass 
ment.

I thought 
this very ill-advised, if true, and telegraphed General Lauck 
about it and he replied that it was so and stated that all of &e 
property and buildings at McCloud belonged to the company and 
that he desired to be near both the telegraph and telephone 
offices.

repealed good when we passed It and 
I have seen no reason for changing mv 
opinion now."
